and clergymen of the Episcopal 
Church invited, a record-breaking 
attendance is expected at the an- 
nual conferences of the clergy 
and laity of the Diocese of South- 
ern Ohio at St. Edmund's, Glen- 
dale, September 23 to 27. 


Every parish and mission in the 


diocese is expected to be repre- 
sented among the laity, and most, 
of the clergy will be present for 
this annual event, which is under 
the direction of the Rt. Rev. Henry 
Wise Hobson, D. D., Bishop of 
Southern Ohio. 


The conference leaders include 


Tadao Kaneko, prominent layman 
of the Church of Japan, who 
Is 


representing his Church in this 
country on a three month's tour. 


Mr. Kaneko is national secre- 


tary of the Brotherhood of St. An- 
drew in Japan, and a leader in Ja- 
pan's Forward 
Movement pro- 


gram. The Brotherhood is an or- 
ganization of laymen. 


Other leaders from outside the 


diocese who are expected are the 
Rt. Rev. Edwin A. Penick, D. D., 
Bishop of Kentucky; and the Rt. 
Rev. Robert E. Shrider, D. D., Bi- 
shop Coadjutor of West Virginia.

When Paul and Barnabas returned from 
their missionary journey the church at 
Antioch rejoiced at hearing of the con- 
version of the Gentiles wherever th«y 
had gone. 
But certain trouble makers 


made it difficult to Join the church. 


To settle the dissension thus raised ii 
was decided to refer the matter to the 
church at Jerusalem. So messengers set 
out with Paul and Barnabas for Jeru- 
salem t>> get the advice, of the apostles 


in the matter under dispute. 


After hearing both sides James an- 
nounced the council's decision approving 
the work of Paul and Barnabas in re- 
ceiving Gentiles without the rites and 
ceremonies of the Old Testament, which 


had been a bone of contention.

Paul wrote his Galatian epistk* 
rebuking the objectors. He taught, salvfc-'

the church at Antioch upon the 
return of Paul and Barnabas from 
their first missionary journey and 
their report of the conversion of 
great numbers of\ gentiles wher- 
ever they went. The grace of God 
had been most evident and they 
rejoiced. 


The Trouble Makers 


"And certain men came down 


from Judaea and taught the breth- 
ren, saying, Except ye be circum- 
cised after the custom of Moses, 
ye cannot be saved." These trou- 
ble makers were 
attempting to 


make permanent the forms and 
moulds and scaffolding Moses had 
erected for purely temporary and 
preparatory purposes in the build- 
ing of God. When the concrete 
is set the forma are removed, hav- 
ing served their purpose. It was to 
be so with God'a building in Jesus 
Christ. 
When he had come the 


preparatory forms and ceremonies 
Moses erected had 
served 
their 


purpose and could be removed 
But the Judaizing trouble mak- 
ers made the scaffolding more im- 
portant than the building and pre- 
paratory ceremonies more import- 
ant than Christ. 
The result was 


"no small dissension and question- 
ing."

ENTER THE OYSTER 


QE'PTEMBER lias its own distinctive 


claims on the popularity of the citizen- 


ry and is not in any sense dependent upon 
What may be classified as extraneous fac- 
tors. It produces perfect days with clear 
skies and a mild sun, changes in the garden 
;which give variety to the scene, and the 
first hint of yellow and gold amidst the 
green of the countryside. 


But aside from these attractions, there 


is the oyster. Its advent gives to September 
an added allure, for its friends are legion. 
One of the secrets of the oyster's success, 
according to some of the more profound 
students of the subject, is the infinite var- 
iety of the ways in which it appeals to the 
popular fancy. 


There is a numerous school of serious 


thinkers who insist there is nothing like a 
half dozen raw, on the half shell, perhaps 
with a bit of lemon juice or horseradish or 
cocktail sauce, to start off a good meal. 
Others cling to the notion that the oyster 
reaches its highest estate when immersed 
-in a stew, half cream and half milk, with 
a generous lump of butter, floating about 
like a sunset let loose, with a sprinkling 
of paprika, perhaps a dash of Worcester- 
shire and, of course, crackers. 


Fried oysters occupy a large place in 


the thoughts of many gourmets, as also do 
oysters on toast and in pies. In a score of 
different ways it serves as the foundation 
•of noble dishes and no one is so rash as to 
say that its popularity is not 
deserved. 


September, coming alone, would be wel- 
comed on its merits. Bringing the oyster 
along as a traveling companion, it is dou- 
bly welcome. 


"HUMANIZING" WAR

Coughlin has made it clear to his one- 


time collaborators that from now on he 
desires to star alone. 


No hard feelings, he will be glad to co- 


operate with them if the opportunity aris- 
es, but he plans to sparkle in his own orbit 
and with no competition. 


Two reasons prompted Coughlin's walk- 


out. 


One was his uneasiness about the bitter 


scrapping within the Townsend organiza- 
tion. 


The second was of a more personal na- 


ture. The Father is jealous and fearful 
of the ebullient Gerald Smith's forensic 
talents. 


The younger and much more flamboyant 


man is the priest's superior as a rabble- 
rouser. Before a crowd, Smith can make 
the priest, who is no slouch himself, appear 
a mere amateur- 


It was this jealousy of Smith that caused 


Coughlin to relegate Gerald to the tag-end 
of his Union for Social Justice convention. 


But even with this handicap Smith stole 


the show. 


Although the delegates had been with- 


out food for a half day, and the heat was 
terrific, the Huey Long protege kept them 
howling for nearly two hours. 


Coughlin can't brook this kind of com- 


petition, so after his return to Detroit he 
passed the word down through his organ- 
ization that hereafter it would travel alone 
and he would be its sole hero. 


POWER TROUBLE 


While the 3,000 American and foreign 


delegates to the Third World Power Con- 
ference have been holding forth in Wash- 
ington this week, one of the power strong- 
holds of the Administration has been try- 
ing to hush up a sharp internal wrangle 
in the Federal Power Commission. Cause 
of the disturbance is personal friction be- 
tween Chairman Frank R. McNinch and 
Vice Chairman Basil Manly. 


Both men are able, liberal and strong 


supporters of the President's water power 
policies. 


But 
temperamentally McNinch and 


Manly are poles apart. 


McNinch, the older, is more aggressive 


and hard-hitting. Manly, on the

hand, is more ambitious personally. Some 
of his critics in the Commission says he 
wants to be chairman. 


They accuse him of conferring with the 


President as the spokesman of the Commis- 
sion, without the knowledge of his col- 
leagues. Also, of signing letters and other 
documents 
awaiting signature of 
the 


chairman. 


This undercurrent of personal strain 


came to a head with the recent publication 
of survey of power rates made by the Com- 
mission under a Senate resolution.

DIET AND HEALTH 


How School May Reveal Malnutrition 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


SCHOOL LIFE brings out many 


hidden defects in a body which, on 
superficial 
appearance, 
w o u l d 


seem to be steel riveted. For the 


first time dis- 
c i p 1 i n e and 
work impinge 
on a Ufa that 
has k n o w n 
n o t h i n g but 
carefree and 
more or less 
undirected lib- 
erty. 


The w e a k- 


ness may be 
revealed n o t 
In a n y o n e 
s p o t , but in 
t h e w h o l e

eral let-down and evidence of mal- 
nutrition.

doing a great deal to correct this 
condition.

To correct this, the first step 


was to institute mid-morning and 
mid-afternoon lunches. 
The food 


was planned to supplement the 
home dietary and to supply about 
half (1,000 to 1,200 calories) of 
the necessary day's rations. Pro- 
tective feeding, as developed by 
Dr. McCollum of Johns Hopkins, 
was followed. Each child got one 
to two pints of milk with cereal 
and fruit. 
Soups, vegetables and 


sandwiches made up the rest of 
the requirements. (The meals cost 
on the average 6 1/3 cents.) 


Then a physical 
examination 


was made and an attempt to find 
definite 
causes 
for 
the 
under- 


were: 


Defective teeth, 92 per 
cent. 


Tonsils (removal advised), 37 per 
cent; 
(normal, 
or already 
re- 


moved), 28 per cent; (not serious- 
ly affected), 35 per cent. Evidence 
of rickets, 25 per cent. Evidence 
of latent tuberculosis, 8 per cent. 
Poor posture, 87 per cent. 


Parents Asked to Co-operate 
Co-operation of the parents was 


sought to correct these conditions 
and to plan home meals which 
would be more nutritious. 
Here, 


strangely enough, the greatest 
difficulties were encountered. When 
the children were reweighed after 
having been on the extra ration 
for some weeks, some were found 
to be still losers; the nurse, by 
superhuman effort, visited all these 
homes. 
She found that mothers, 


thinking no news was good news, 
had relaxed their efforts. 
This 


repeated pepping up of home efforts 
was continuously necessary. 


The results were all that could 


be expected. Nearly all the extra 
feeders made an initial early gain. 
This, no matter what the condition 
of teeth, tonsils, adenoids, posture, 
etc., or even whether home condi- 
tions were improved. 
This showa 


that most malnutrition Is more or 
less simple and due to lack of 
enough food. 


After the physical defects were 


corrected more progress was made. 
At the end of the test period (only 
nine and a half weeks), the gain 
in this group was 302 per cent 
over the control group. 


Some of the failures are instruc- 


tive. 


One failure was due to the nat- 


ural perversity of the boy and hit 
mother. Both were untruthful and 
broke all known health rules. 


One case is admitted to b« a. 


puzzle. The more the boy ate, the 
thinner 
he got, 
and also the 


stronger. He played on the base- 
ball team and apparently was in. 
tip-top health. It was t'ecided that 
he was one of those "naturally 
thin children" we hear about.

TESTING out the best call for 


the hands held by members of the 
declaring side is a much more deli- 
cate undertaking In duplicate than 
in rubber bridge. In the duplicate 
game that added 10 points for the 
first no trump trick 
constantly 


looma large when feeling the way 
to top score on a hand, whenever 
It seems as If a small slam may 
result at either call. At contracts 
lower than 6-odd, unless the limit 
appears \o be 3-odd, the trump call 
ordinarily yields one more trick at 
the best suit make than at no 
trumps. The following deal illus- 
trates some of the details in this 
careful process of testing out the 
best final call. The hand appeared 
in the same contest referred to 
yesterday, and again Mr. Goldman 
was declarer, sitting East this 
time, in a Howell movement, 


Bidding went: West, 1-Hcart; 


East, 2-Clubs, trying to find out

Trumps, to discover whether the 
opening bidder held anything out- 
side the hearts and clubs; West, 
5-No Trumps; East, 6-No Trumps, 
ending bidding. 
Only one other 


pair played the deal at a small 
slam In no trumps. 
The rest of 


the tables played a small slam at 
either hearts or clubs. 


The opening lead was the 4 of 


diamonds. Dummy's Ace took the 
trick. Five heart tricks were next 
run off, followed by fi.ve tricks in 
clubs. Declarer discarded both his 
spades 
on dummy's two 
long- 


hearts, so as not to be forced to 
lead spades at the end of the hand. 
One of dummy's spades went on 
declarer's single long club. Then 
declarer ran off his two remaining 
diamonds. On the lone long- -card 
of this suit dummy's last spade 
went, giving us a grand slam, 
which could not have been made if 
bid, as then South would have 
taken his Ace of spades the first 
lead.
